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For  Your  Budget 

Within  the  next  few  weeks 
many  churches  will  be  working 
on  their  budget  for  the  coming 
church  year.  May  we  suggest  an 
item  that  should  be  in  every  bud¬ 
get.  We  refer  to  an  item  for  the 
expense  of  the  pastor’s  car.  Most 
business  houses  either  furnish 
their  employees  with  a  car  that  is 
used  for  business  purposes  or  else 
they  allow  an  expense  account  or 
a  mileage  agreement  for  the  use 
of  the  employee’s  own  car. 

,  Many  churches  are  now  doing 
the  same  thing,  but  they  are  in 
the  minority.  May  we  suggest  that 
every  church,  in  considering  their 
coming  budget,  put  in  an  item  for 
the  pastor’s  car  expense. 

Remember  that  when  he  is  visit¬ 
ing  sick  people,  attending  funerals, 
and  doing  the  other  various  visit¬ 
ing  required  in  today’s  church 
organization,  he  is  doing  it  for 
the  church  and  not  for  himself. 

It  is  simply  fair  that  this  item 
be  put  in  the  budget. 

Another  advantage  is  that  when 
the  pastor  knows  that  he  is  not 
having  to  foot  the  bill  himself,  he

Transfer  Church 
Membership  Week 

For  the  past  few  weeks  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  has  been  giving  much 
space  to  “Transfer  Church  Mem¬ 
bership  Week”  which  is  planned 
for  September  13-20.

While  it  is  true  that  there  are 
more  than  seven  million  Southern 
Baptist  names*  on  our  church 
books,  many  of  those  are  not  in 
the  vicinity  of  their  church.  The, 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  many 
of  them  are  dead  and  others  have 
grown  cold  because  their  member¬ 
ship  is  one  place  and  they  are  in 
another. 

Every  Baptist  living  in  one  place 
with  his  membership  in  another 
is,  with  a  few  exceptions,  a  liabil¬ 
ity  rather  than  an  asset. 

Most  of  our  cities  and  larger 
towns  have  enough  Baptists  living 
in  one  place,  with  their  member¬ 
ship  in  another  to  organize  one  or 
more  good  Baptist  churches. 

With  their  membership  else¬ 
where  these  people  are  not  tied 
closely  to  the  cause  of  Christ  The 
local  church  suffers  because  it 
does  not  have  those  who  actually 
belong  to  it  and  the  church  where 
the  membership  is,  but  the  person 
is  not  suffers  because  they  are 
charged  members  who  can  have 
little  if  any  sliare  in  the  church 
work.

7.  Pray  for  them.

Question:  My  fourteen  year  old 
son  is  going  through  some  kind  of 
crisis  and  I  don’t  understand  it 
Nothing  seems  right  with  him  any¬ 
more.  He  criticises  me  and  his 
mother.  He  fights  with  his  young¬ 
er  sister.  He  criticizes  the  church. 
He  even  talks  as  if  he  is  losing  his 
faith.  Do  all  boys  this  age  go 
through  such  a  crasy  period?  And 
what  am  I  to  do? 

Answer:  The  Lord  have  mercy 
on  you  and  all  parents  who  have 
teen-agers  who  are  trying  to 
“bring  up  their  parents.” 

No,  they  do  not  all  act  that  way. 
But  most  of  them  do.  They  blow 
hot  and  cold.  They  lore  and  bate, 
act  civilized  and  pagan. 

Your  boy  is  trying  to  grow  up. 
He  is  neither  a  child  nor  a  man. 
As  someone  has  said  “He  is  too 
old  to  sit  in  his  mother's  lap  and 
too  young  to  take  a  girl  out;  too 
old  to  cry  and  too  young  to  cuss.” 

If  I  were  you  I  would  try  not  to 
get  too  excited  about  my  boy.  Ho 
needs  some  stable  person  to 
bounce  against.  Let  him  know  you 
believe  in  him  and  can  trust  his 
growth  processes.  Give  him  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  rope  all  of  the  time  but 
don’t  be  soft  Anything  you  do  will 
seem  wrong  at  the  time,  and  you 
will  often  be  scared  to  death.  But 
don’t  try  to  break  his  will;  it  will 
ruin  him. 

Pray  for  him  and  set  him  a 
good  example.  Never  deceive  him 
under  any  circumstances.  Really 
most  of  the  time  the  only  thing 
you  can  do  is  to  “stand  by  him 
and  stand  out  of  his  way.”  And

Temperance  Group  Says  Education 
Is  Solution  For  Alcohol  Problem 


Is  in  education,  warning  against 
the  use  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage. 

Scientists  leading  the  Institute 
maintain  that  the  public  is  misled 
when  it  believes  that  moderate 
drinking  is  unharmful.  They  teach 
that  alcohol  la  addiction-producing 
even  in  small  quantities,  and  that 
every  person  is  potentially  alco¬ 
holic.  Statistics  were  cited  to 
show  that  one  in  ten  who  drink 
moderately  will  eventually  become 
alcoholic. 

Goal  of  the  Institute  is  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  standard  of  total  abstinence 
as  the  only  adequate  measure  for 
the  prevention  of  alcoholism. 


<  Henry  Edmonds,  Executive  Di¬ 
rector  of  the  United  Dry  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Mississippi  has  returned 
from  the  fourtlf  annual  Institute  of 
Scientific  Studies  for  the  Preven¬ 
tion  of  Alcoholism  held  at  Loma 
Linda,  California.
